ATIONAL BANK | 
RESOURCES GAIN. 


A HEALTKY DISTRIBUTION OF 
WEALTH REPORTED. 


(BY A. F. NIGHT um! 

WASHINGTON, Dec, 21.—The 
first 100 national banks of the coun- 
try in size, formerly congested in 
a few financial centers, but now 
scattered among thirty-three cities 
in twenty-two States, increased 
their resources between the bank 
calls of September 12 and Novem- 
ber 17, by $550,000,000, or about 9 
per cent. 

In a statement tonight analyzing 
returns from the last call Cumptroll- 
er Williams pointed out that with one 
exception, the resources of the larg- 
est 100 institutions are in excess of 
$20,000,000 each or more than $2,- 
000,000,000, altogether. 

New York State leads the list with 
twenty-five out of the 100. Pennsyl- 
vania has 16; Missouri, 8; Cali- 
fornia and Illinois, 7 each; 
Ohio, Minnesota and Massuchusetts, 
each 6: Colorado has 3; Texas, 
Nebraska, Marvland, Michigan, In- 
diana .and Wisconsin each has 2, 
and Oklahoma, Alabama, Louisiana, 
Virginia, Washington, New Jersey 
and Oregon, 1 each. 

“The healthy distribution of the 
wealth and banking resources of the 
United States,” reads the statement, 
“which has ben brought about un- 
der the Federel Reserve system, is 
being manifested in many ways. 

“Among the 100 largest banks 
there are only five which did not 
show an increase. Three of these 
banks, showing reductions were lo- 
cated in New York and two in Cali- 
fornia. The largest reduction shown 
by any of the five was less than $2,- 
500,000. The largest percentage of 
increase was shown by a bank in 
Texas which increased more than 33 
per cent., or more than $6,000,000.”

FOR NEW ARMY. 


Universal Military Training 

Scheme Taking Shape. 

Scott Sticks to Declaration 
Militia is Failure. 


House Threatens to Balk at 
the Proposed Measure. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—A def- 
inite plan for universal military 
training will be laid before Con- 
gress next month in the shape of a 
bill formulated by the General Staff 
of the army, accompanied by com- 
plete estimates of cost, as compared 
to the present volunteer system. 
Maj.-Gen. Hugh L. Scott, Chief of 
Staff, told the House Military Com- 
mittee today that the work was in 
progress and would require about 
a month to complete. Chairman 
Dent said the committee would be 
glad to see the bill. 

In response to a laughing ques- 
tion as to who would introduce it 
in the House, Representative Kahn 
of California said:

SCOTT STANDS PAT. 


Gen. Scott was subjected to sharp 
cross-examination today on his re- 
iterated recommendation for a uni- 
versal service measure, based in 
part on results of the volunteer sys- 
tem as shown in the mobilization 
of the National Guard for border 
service. Five of the twenty-two 
members of the committee took oc- 
casion to assert their belief in the 
theory of universal service, while 
two emphatically declared against 
such a system. Those favoring were 
Representatives Kahn, Green of 
Vermont and Tilson of Connecticut, 
Republicans, and Olney of Massa- 
chusetts and Farley of New York, 
Democrats, while those opposed 
were Representative McKellar of 
Tennessee and Representative Quinn 
of Mississippi, Democrats.

I am unreservedly in support of 
that purpose and hope to see it 
accomplished.” 

It was pointed out to Mr. Lansing 
that the President's statement in his 
peace note that the United States 
might find the situation intolerable, 
may be construed as a hint of war 
by the United States, for war is a 
measure of last resort evoked by in- 
tolerable grievances. 

Mr. Lansing said that tn his morn- 
ing statement he had sought to ex-

IN A NUTSHELL. 

As the situation now stands the 
President’s peace note and the morn- 
ing statement of Secretary Lansing 
convey the impression that he United 
States may be compelled to go to 
war with one or the other set of 
belligerents, or both, while the Sec- 
retary’s afternoon utterances are to 
the effect that the administration's 
intentions are not subject to this in- 
terpretation, at least not immedi- 
ately. The situation is therefore 
somewhat reminiscent of that time 
of the second Lusitania note when 
the President spoke boldly to Ger- 
many and Secretary of State Bryan 
informed Ambassador Dumba that 
Mr. Wilson did not mean what he 
said and did not intend to back up 
his aggressive statements. 

Not even the quotations on the 
stock market could keep pace with 
the fluctuations in the attitude of the 
administration, as officially expressed 
in the last twenty-four hours. Last 
night the administration presented 
itself as appealing for peace on high- 
ly moral and disinterested grounds, 
the interest of the United States in 
relief from aggressions by the bel- 
ligerents peace would bring being 
only the foundation of the nation’s 
right to address the warring na- 
tions.

The Presi- 
dent threatened Germany with sev- 
erance of diplomatic relations if 
she continued to torpedo ships with- 
out warning and kill Americans.

more trouble for the United States 
of the sort that Mr. Wilson's poli- 
cles have failed to prevent. Peace 
would relieve him of serious pres- 
ent and possibly much greater fu- 
ture embarrassment. 

Likewise the President has failed 
to induce or compel the Allies to 
cease restricting American trade, 
searching American mails and 
blacklisting American firms. Eng- 
land continues to flout the sover- 
eignty of the United States. The 
President caused Congress to enact 
legisiatiop authorizing him to re- 
taliate against the Allies if they 
continued their aggressions. 

They have not ceased their depre- 
datlons and the President has not 
invoked retaliation. — 

There is a prevalent belief that 
he does not wish to retaliate and 
that the reprisal legislation passed 
before the election was for cam- 
paign purposes solely. Some admin- 
istration officials say that the coun- 
try is voting to “keep us out of 
war disapproved of retaliation 
against England cuite as much as it 
did of a break with Germany.

LYTLE IN THE 
WITNESS CHAIR. 


Testifies in His Own Behalf 


in Acid Case. 


Asserts that He was Soundl 
Asleep at the Time. 


About the 
Crime Until Awakened.

Called to the stand as the final wit- 
ness in his defense, B. C. Lytle flat- 


ly denied any knowledge of the two 
nitric acid assaults upon his em- 
ployer, Thomas C. Potts, Holtville 
druggist, for the alleged commission 
of which he has been on trial in the 
Imperial County Superior Court 
‘since December 11. In a quiet tone 
he faced the jurors and declared 
positively that he was in his bed at 
the time both attacks were made 
upon Mr. Potts and was awakened 
on each occasion by “general con- 
fusion and noise.“ The accused man 
was on the witness stand just sev- 
enteen minutes and counsel for the 
defense were somewhat startled 
when Dist.-Atty Galen Nichols — 
he had no questions to 
vere 998 of Mr. Lytle had baa teen 
ex 

With the examination of Mr. Lytle 
the defense completed their case to 
the jury shortly before noon. Sev- 
‘eral witnesses testified in rebuttal 
Lor prosecution. 

Mr. Lytle, assumed a sort of air 
of defiance when he took the stand, 
giving the impression of being an- 
noyed by the entire proceedings. He 
appeared to have gained in weight 
during his five months in the Cou y 
Jail. Since his arrest in Cale 
July 5 Mr. Lytle has steadfastly — 
fused to discuss his case with offi- 


LYTLE’S STORY. 

His story today was as follows: 

“I left the Potts drug store, where 
I was employed as manager, between 
and 7 o'clock on the evening of 
December 8, 1915. Mrs. Lytle and 
my son Ralph were at home. After 
we had dinner, Mrs. Lytle and 1 sat 
up and read some papers until about 
10:30 o'clock, when we retired to- 
gether. Ralph had retired about 
9 o'clock. I was awakened some 
time around midnight by much noise 
and by my wife nudging me. Then 
I heard screams and voices and a 
few minutes later some one called 
to me from the front gate that an 
attack with acid or something of 
the kind had been made on Tom 
Potts. I turned on the electric light. 

“Up to this moment I had not left 
my house since arriving home from 
the store. On the evening of De- 
cember 23, 1915, while I was be- 
hind the counter at the Potts drug 
store wrapping a tube of tooth paste 
for Mrs. Russell Thompson some 
fluid, which I believed to be acid, 
from its effect, was dashed on my 
face from a small skylight. Mr. 


dashed into the back room, where 
I washed my face with soda. A lit- 
tle later I used strong ammonia to 
overcome the effects of the acid. I 
was treated by Dr. Stevens and later 
by Dr. Moser. 
THE FATAL NIGHT. 

“On the evening of June 12, 1916 
I left the Potts store ween 6 and 
7 o'clock. I went directly to my 
home and got my dinner. Mrs. 
Lytle and Ralph were in Los Ange- 
les. I read the papers and wrote a 
letter which I took to the postoffice 
about 8:30 o’clock. I then returned 
home and read until 
o'clock, when I retired.
